What a Dump — 
a Truly Trashy 
Museum! 


As you enter this particular museum, you 
are immediately struck by the garbage that is 
all over the place. It’s really a dump! But since 
it’s a trash museum, no one minds at all. 

To get into this one-of-a-kind site, Dynamite 
hopped on board a garbage truck (phew!) and 
followed a line of trucks making their way to an 
operating landfill in Lyndhurst, New Jersey. 
Located at the Hackensack Meadowlands 
Environmental Center, the museum is just a 
left turn away from where the trucks head to 
dump their stinky loads! 

Old irons, teapots, an old teddy bear, a sad- 
looking horse that was once part of a carousel, 
and a sprinkling can are just some of the trash 
that greets you as you enter the museum. 
Mounds of old tires, old detergent bottles, a 
wrapper from a Red Ryder toy pistol, and lots 
of other trashy stuff are piled from floor to ceil- 
ing. It's like walking right into a junkyard! 
Thankfully, the yucky garbage smells are not 
present! 

When you first come in, a recorded voice 
introduces you to the museum and some pretty 
amazing statistics on what we throw away. For 
instance, in one day, Americans throw away so 
many rubber tires that if you stacked them on 
top of one another, they would stand ten times 
the height of Mount Everest! Don’t forget, 
Mount Everest is the world’s highest mountain 
peak, at 29,028 feet! There's also a chain of 
soda cans, and rows and rows of brown, 
green, and clear glass bottles displayed. A 
sign nearby states that if we could line up all 
the glass jars and bottles thrown away in one 
day in the United States, the chain would 
extend from New Jersey to California! Now 
there's a jarring idea! 

But that’s not all. . . . Do you realize that 
every day we throw away enough aluminum 
cans to make 30 jet airliners? Or that Ameri- 
cans throw away 38,000 tons of glass each 
day? Kids who think they know all there is to 
know about garbage can test their knowledge 
of trashy trivia as they go through the 
museum. i 

So why a Garbage Museum? Bob Grant, 
spokesperson for the Hackensack Meadow- 
lands Development Commission, which, along 
with the New Jersey Sports and Exposition 


Authority, funds the museum, told Dynamite, 
“The aim of the center is to educate children 


on the necessity to recycle.” In a “funky” kind 
of way, the winding maze of exhibits through- 
out the museum makes it fun for kids to learn 
why current lifestyles are hurting our 
environment. 


After rummaging through the rubbish dis- 
play at the entrance of the museum, visitors 
head into the next room, where cartoon char- 
acters ask them to peek through holes in the 
wall to find out who the litter-making culprits 
literally are. What a surprise it is when mirrors 
reveal that the faces of the wasteful family in 
the kitchen scene are the visitors themselves! 
There is also a panoramic view of a town 
called “Idealtown,” where visitors push buttons 
to see the proper places to take household 
waste. 

Towards the end of the Garbage Museum, 
you can see for yourself just why this trash-pile 
place is called a museum. On the walls hang 
works of art created by, you guessed it — 
TRASH! There are colorful weavings made 
from plastic bags, and wall hangings created 
from milk and from orange juice cartons. 

Other fun areas at the museum include com- 


puter activities that encourage visitors to help 
save the whales or fertilize gardens by natural 
composting. There's also a “What's Wrong” 
quiz, where visitors are shown pictures of a 
ticker- tape parade, a barbecue, a birthday 
party, and helium balloons at a political con- 
vention, and are asked to think of ways to get 
rid of all the rubbish. 

Lisa McDonald is an environmental in- 
structor at the center who enjoys taking kids 
through the museum. “Kids are mostly 
shocked by the museum, and overwhelmed by 
the garbage entrance,” she said. “When they 
learn that all the things in the Garbage 
Museum were thrown out right here in this 
area, they are amazed at what people have 
thrown away, and the effect it has on the envi- 
ronment.” Lisa also said that she receives 
many letters from kids who have toured the 
museum, saying that they've learned a lot 
about what they can do to help the environ- 
ment. She added, “They especially say they 
liked the junk art."

When school resumed back in September, Taras Genet, of Talkeetna, Alaska, 
returned with an unusual adventure of how he spent his summer vacation.

He fulfilled a dream he has had all his life to climb a mountain. But he 
didn’t choose just any mountain to climb — he chose the highest mountain 
in North America: Mount McKinley! 


Wi: high hopes, Dynamite set out to 
meet Taras, who, at 12, is the youngest 
person to ever reach Mount McKinley’s South 
Peak — a height of 20,320 feet! 

“I've been wanting to do this all my life,” 
explained Taras, who lives near the base of 
Mount McKinley. His mom, Kathy Sullivan, 
told Dynamite, “Climbing is in his blood.” 
Taras’s mom and dad were both mountain 
climbers and guides. Tragically, Taras's 
dad, Ray Genet, the first person to climb 
Mount McKinley in the winter, died while 
climbing Mount Everest. 

To raise the money for all the equipment 
he'd need to bring, Taras wrote letters to 
friends of his and his father, explaining that he 
hoped to climb Denali (the Indian name for 


Mount McKinley) in the summer. Taras told 
Dynamite some of the things he took along 
with him on his expedition. “A bowl, spoon, 
cup with cover, ice ax, ultraviolet sunglasses, 
goggles, sunscreen, long johns, heavy coat 
with a hood, a hat, anda sleeping bag were 
some of the things I brought,” he said. “I also 
brought a little teddy bear for good luck, a 
camera, a book (Banner in the Sky — about 
mountain climbing), and a notebook in 
which I kept a diary of the climb.” His mom 
explained that Taras had a pig to help carry 
his load. Not the “oink, oink” kind, but a haul 
bag that slides along the snow as you pull it 
behind you. 

“Prior to climbing Mount McKinley,” Kathy 
Sullivan explained, “climbers need to go to 


the ranger station and fill out a form. You must 
be in extremely good health. There’s a briefing 
with the rangers, and climbers see a video on 
what's expected of them.” Over 1,000 climbers 
set out to climb Mount McKinley each season 
(April through early July), but only half com- 
plete the climb. 

Taras'’s climb began on June 5, when he and 
six other members of the expedition flew to the 
base camp at Kahiltan Glacier. “From there," 
Taras explained, “we traveled on skis to about 
10,000 feet where we cached (labeled and left) 
our skis. Then we traveled with crampons.” 
Crampons are hinged devices made of steel 
that are attached to the bottom of a boot to 
give traction through snow and ice. When 
asked whether it was scary crossing obstacles 
of crevasses, glaciers, and deep snow, Taras 
replied, “It wasn't scary. . . most of the time!” 
Taras also faced extreme temperature 
changes, snowy conditions, and altitude 
changes that caused less oxygen for his body. 
“I kept thinking, I can’t wait till I reach the 
top!” he recalled. 

Taras and his party climbed five or more 
hours a day, depending on the day’s condi- 
tions. Then, it was time to set up camp, which 
took a lot of work. There were tents to pitch, 
outhouses to make, food to be cooked, and 
water to be obtained by boiling snow. 

“We had freeze-dried foods and lots of pasta 
to eat,” said Taras. “I also brought along some 
Hershey’s and Snickers bars!” Taras told 
Dynamite that he had fun participating in 
food fights at 16,000 feet! 

Atter 17 days on the mountain, Taras finally

reached the summit! “It was really exciting,” 
he said. “I could see lots of different mountain 
ranges and stuff.” At 20,320 feet, Taras 
shouted the good news over a CB radio to his 
mom, who was flying overhead in an airplane. 
She managed to catch a glimpse of her son 
waving from the summit! 

When asked how he feels about being the 
youngest person to ever climb to the top of 
Mount McKinley's South Peak, Taras modestly 
admitted, “I feel pretty good about it, but it 
wasn't a big deal.” Said his proud mom, “I’m 
happy he’s accomplished what he set out to do, 
and did it safely.” 

So, what's next for this excellent student, 
who loves science, plays the saxophone, and 
likes to play basketball, run, and ski? “I have 
no plans to climb anything again yet,” he 
explains, “but I want to be a mountain guide 
when I grow up!”
